be resorted to to obtain the newi. 

After the expl^Hion the news of the 
awful fkte of the ocores of miners at 
work in the shaft spread rujildly mnong 
the mines and the mini'rs" lionus, 
• 'ciiirkTs c.-ini.'.! tli.> .h .ndlul iirw.- 
hitlii v and tliither, und fiiliiilifs u.-if 
»i;i,>-hi cl troiii the ( (.lulurts (if Imiut' ititc 
tile depths (,f griff uud dispiiir. Tiie 
Fceties at tlieM' iiiiiiers" ctittatjca can read- 
ily be imttgint'd by those who have 
known grief in its most formidable 
forms, but no artist's pen can correctly 
picture it. 

Within an incredible short time the 
entrance to the (haft swarmed with an 
eaper, anxious crowd of im ii. wi.ineii 
and children, some of whom cuiild only, 
with uTeut dilticulty. lie kfjit at a safi: 
dist.jili( c. As thi' hi .dies of the vietilas, 
luaiiuled hy the teiril)!,. f. ire,' ,>f ih,. 
plosion. or hurui d almost out of human 
H'niLlaiicc, Were l)ri>UL,'ht up from the 
yaw ning depth, the crowd of watchers 
jiubhed forward to the pit month for one 
gliuiiKte of recognition. 

Hearts of wive.i and mothers stood 
etiil in the fear that loved ones were 
amon^f the dead. The more disinter- 
ested ones (juailed belore tlie scenes. 
Tear' coursi'^1 down hron/.e I and Ix'ard- 
ed cJieeks and were da.-hed away by 
brawny hands that had swum; the pic k 
for many years 'I'he rescuim: ]iaity 
jiroceeded Willi tlieir -lini \:isk, and the 
tJowd of wall hi ts .-ilently lnolted na. 
It w .ib one of those si eiie*, wilii h, once 
withesseii. remains f"ii'\er impretised 
Ujion the memory of tlie spectator. 

Niilmily .slept at Mamniolli Tuesday 
night. In every home in the little min- 
ing hamlet there WHS nmnrning. 'I he 
little one-story hoii.-.es. scantily furnish- 
ed, were illuminated with a iallow can- 
dle. A mother, wifu. sister or sweet- 
heart s> >bbed in silence. They only knew 
4iat a myateriouit accident had befallen 
them. 

When daylight came it discl.med the 
bodies lying on the back porch of the 
uu>r;nie awaiting identification and the 
vard covered with cottins and the boxes 
Liililing tlie remains of those who had 
Hot heeu Utken cliarge of bv friends. It 
also disclosed tlie oaru floor covered 
with bodies as well as the adjoining 

bouse. 

At 11 o'clock the rescuing mrty had 
tiikeii out ninety-seven and discovered 
ihirt^'cn mote in a section of the mine 
whic h hiu\ not fie«-n visited. Tlie wiveu 
ol the \ii tim- Went fioTii lioily tn Imdy. 
and its SI win as tliey would di-cover their 
kiveil one wi uld burst into tears, and 
early in the day the grounds in the 
vicinity of the morgue re.souudt tl with 
their crieH. The mothers would lift 
tlieir children and |nunt to the corpse 
and tell Uie little oiiesj it was their 
father. The ma,ii>rity of those killed 
were Shivs. and to hear the lamentatiouji 
of the poor creatures who were thns be- 
r^ of a protector was heart-rending. 
Ilie bodies weie laid oat on boards, the 
wife with a child in each arm would htv 
bsr head against the face of the dead, 
and in her own Lugnage ponr oat her 
distress. 

Une hundred and seven bodies have 
been taken from the mine. It is esti- 
mated tbuM tike remains of at least seven- 
teen more victims of the explosion are 
•till in the pit, but it is thought that all 
will be oat in a few hoars.

This catastrophe, while involving 
more than five times the loss of life 
occasioned by the Dimbar disaster, 
differs in many resiiects from the latter. 
At Dunbar the e.xplosion set tire to the 
mine, and the sliaft for days and \v. i l;> 
Wfw a roaring furntice, adding In ii' 
to the great faUility. In Tu' .s.lay s cn - 
currence t. is vas not the case, and hy 
the perftK-t -voi-king of the fan pure air 
wtw forced into the mine, and the work 
of rescuing was permitted to begin at

Pmsui KU, Jan. L'lf,— Mr. C. H. Mery, 
of the J. A. Mwire Coke company, said 
yesterday: "The Mammoth shaft was 
considered free from all danger, and I 
know the utmost precautions were taken 
to avoid di uger arising from sas or fire- 
damp. Tl-s shaft was splenaidly venti- 
l«ted, and 1 cannot imagine how any gas 
could generate in the mine. The only 
theory I oaa advance in expUmation of 
tiie ezploricB which rssultedin so many 
deatha, to that tome of the roans in the 
Ibnfk. not httvlng be« wsfked for 



tune. Iiecaine charged with the tre.t. lier- 
ous tire-damp whwli must have Ikmh 
steadily increasing in volnnie and gradu- 
ally forced its wav into the main 
entrant' Tuesday morning. 

"Exa<'tly Kilt men entered the mine 
Tuesday morning, and of this number 
only nine came out alive. I met one of 
the mm who escaped and had a long 
talk vrith him." 

An ofBcial of the Frick company naid 
this morning: "It may never l>e known 
how or why the explosion occurred. The 
a< i nniulation of flre-damp was jirobably 
the c«us«», but it woH never known to 
exist in any (juantitv In-forc: in fact, it 
may Ik- said that the Mamniiith mine 
>ias be..ii free fronj damp. There is a 
theory that a nocket of natural gaa was 
reached and that the operation of the 
vent il iting fans now iire\ e. fs anv nc- 
ciimui.itiiin of it. It is not nei es.sary 
that ( Very one in a mine be killed whei. 
\vhen an e.xpli sinn occurs. 'I'he e.\)ilo- 
fiive may stay in one particular seetii.n 
and may 111 >l i ei ine cte the entire mill ', 
unless the vniiuiii is so great ius to lorc e 
it til every jiuit of the pit. In this ease 
till' gas was confined to one ijortion. and 
tlie miners who were in other localities 
e^caiH^l," 

! The disaster has some remarkable fea- 
tures. It was as deadly, as sweei ing 
and as complete as the sinking of a shin 
in mid-ocean. Its history is to lie told 
by those wlio do not know it. for there 
is no t< ingue of all those that wagged in 
the openings of that part of the mine 
where the disaster occurred to descrilie 

its det.iil.

The Mammoth 
mine hits been notable always as lieing 
particularly free from gas. Hundreds of 
safety gauge lamps were providetl for 
the miners by the company, but they 
Were never ust-d, as thev were regiirded 
as unnei essary. In thei'r stead the men 
Wore the familiar little open frame 
lamiis on their hat.s those small cotlee- 
pot-sh.-iped .irtuirs of tin. whieli are 

lastelled aliii\e Mie fiill llead ill the lle;id- 

gear 111 the wiirknu'ii. just as the |ie,is- 
ants of Lumiie weai tln ii leaden images 
of the saints til guard them in the toil.

time iK-tween and 3 o'clock in the 
morning. His duty was to enter everv 
place where men worked, and to mark 
upon the wall of the room or beading 
the sign of his api roval — ^tbe figures of 
the day of the ninntti.

Fanaral of tha Victims. 

.S'oTTt).\LE. Pa., Jan. 20.— All the 
Connellsville coke region stood yester- 
ilay with bow»tl form and reverent head 
while Hi>Lty-three of the dead miners 
taken from the Mammoth shaft were 
shrouded. cuDined and laid to rest for 
their long sleep. Ihe funeral ]ir(K'e.ision 
was one sucii as Uie reLiion h;us never 
before known. 'I he rc-main> ami the 
mourners were i .•irriol lo St. John the 
Bajitist's cemetery, at Scottdale, in a 
long speiial tr.iin Along the inhabited 
portions trf lht< ickkI hundreds of citi/.ens 
turne<l out. and wheiever the train halt- 
ed gri-at crowds gathere<l. Over 3,l)(K) 
persons were present as tlie Nslies were 
placed side by side m a Common grave. 
, .Shortly after '.' o'clock yesterday after- 
noon the funeral train was pulle<i into 
Mammoth. It was composed of three 
ktggage cars, three ooaehes for the 
mourners and an extra car. Half a 
dozen teams were pressed into service 
to haul the cotfirts Ut the train, wheie 
thev were put down in a row. The 
coOlns were numbered. On the lids of 
some the names of the dead person was 
written. 

Tlie labor of lo.iding cofTins on the 
train was watched by a mixed i l ow d of 
spectators. 'Ihe train stool bi^tween 
two rows of coke oviiis in blast. (Hi 
the iiveiis lows of boys and men Were 
rangecl.

The emperor made a desiierate ajipeul to 
his subjects, and a certain liuddhist abbot, 
Kim-Tut, of Ilok-Kien, putt iiig himself at 
the head of his monks, drove tbem out. 
Hut a traitorous general denounced the 
victor and received orders to murder bim, 
which was done, and the monastery lramr<l. 
after surprising adventures. Fivs monks 
escaped and took refutta In a temple. As 
tbey walked along the bank of the Sam-Po 
they beheld a censer floatUig, which upon 
examination proved to l)e Inscribed, "Over- 
throw the Cheng; restore the BeuR"— that 
is, "Drive out the Manchus; restore the 
native line." So, under persecution, the 
late defenders of the emperor became rel>- 
els. Afi<>r this a number of miracles oc- 
curred, all teacliinif the fuime le8.son. 

Five horse dealers joined the monks, and 
a hermit— all very famous in the after- 
time. Tbey swore brotherhood on the 
miraculous censer, adopted its motto, and 
prepared to overthrow the ('lieii;^. AKrand- 
son of the last Cliinesi' eiiiperur revealed 
liinisell, and I lie insurgents marched under 
I eiiiiiiii.oid iif a ui.iiit, iian l.iiiiu;.

For the iiiotber ioilKi-s, with which 
Bchlegel dealt, this legend does not repre- 
sent the establishment but the transforma- 
tion of ths society. And thus It becomes 
intelligible. Theorigtnal password, almost 
forgotten in (he emigrant lodgias, was 
"Otwy heaven and do righteousness." Men 
who accepted that rule of life would sub- 
mit to a conqueror, as by all accounts the 
Tlen-Tl submitted to the Manchus for 
twenty years. But the second emperor, as 
we may guess, feared and harassed them. 
In the province of Hok-Kieu they lose, 
stirred up )>y monks, perhaps, and bended 
by those chaiii|iious whose names are still 
revered. The rebellion was stamped out, 
and a charitable brotherhood of high philo- 
sophic aims developed into a vast con 
spiracy. With scarcely u pause it has r.iisi d 
disturbances, urealer or smaller, since that 
dale. 'I'he Taepiii;{ rehellioa was it.s work. 
And every Chiiiainuu, as every Mancbu, is 
well assured that SOOOtr OT UtW (llS Tien- 
Ti will I I'liim jili. 

In the (I'si place the original aim of the 
society, still profes-ed in <,'hina, was the 
Bean h for pure lii;ht— that Is. trut h. Tho 
^rand syniliid uf the league is a triunide, 
fonned by the Chinese character Juh, to 
"enter into," like an inverted "V," and 
Yih. "one," a dash; thus heaven and earth 
combine to "enter into" man. The triangle 
aiipears in every ceremony, while the foot 
rule, the scales and weights are laid In the 
sacred "bushel" upon ths altar bstors the 
opening of a lodge. The lodm most be 
square, standing due north. It has four 
gatas, of wUeh tha aastani is holy and boars 
two signiiloant insoripttoiUH-oiis dsoUrini; 
that myriads atraam tBronKh whan It ia 
opened at the general's command; the 
other, "Toward the east, in the wood, it in 
dimcult to walk fast. Ths sun which ap- 
pears abOTS tha bills rises In ths Mstsrn 
sea." 

That expression "in the wood" sonstaat- 
ly recurs, alluding to the persecution whieb 
the initiated hiitler. After roceiviiiK assur- 
ance that the lodKe is "tiled," liu) master 
asks, "How liit;h, binther, is this lodxe ' 
The Tsoim-I.i, lirsl iillii i r, replies, "As huh 
as our eyes can see. " "How broad, hrot her!-" 
"As hinad .Is the two capitals and thirl ecu 
pniviiii 1 s," meaniiiji the wlioie world.

iti eipializing and democratic. The prop- 
erty test regime which it has succeeded 
niakes political rights depend on wealth. 
It is therefore contrary at oace to the prin- 
ciple of equality and to the dogma of the 
sovereignty of the people. No guvsmmeut , 
even a reactionary one, would dare tore-«i> 
tablksb the property test. The present mo- 
ment, besides, when capital is attacked 
from every side, would be badly cho.sen for 
cunferring upon it the monopoly of politic 
al power.— Jules Simon in Koruiu.
